With even his Dixie opponents privately agreeing 
that there is little chance to derail him, Harlem’s 
Rep. Adam Clayton Powell prepared to take over 
(next January) the House Labor and Education 
Committee, with a $160,000 budget and a 26-person, 
all-white staff. The committee, a major legislative 
body, has never hired a Negro—even a messenger. 

Blistered by some newspapers as “unfit and un- 
qualified,” Powell, nevertheless, ignored the threats 
of: 1) conviction on the much-delayed income tax 
evasion charge, and 2) a move to disrupt the usual 
seniority system to name committee heads. 

Said Powell: ‘““No one complained about my fitness 
to head the Subcommittee on Mines and Mining. In 
fact, some members even praised me on the House 
floor.”” He also said that he will integrate the com- 
mittee staff, hire qualified Negroes to important 
posts. Said he: “After 15 years in the House, I 
should know my way around.”

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Alert Louisiana Truck Driver Saves Many Lives 

In New Orleans, truck driver Bradford Coleman, 55, 
miraculously escaped death and may have saved many 
other lives with his quick report of heavy damage to the 
Lake Pontchartrain bridge resulting from a ramming by a 
barge in early morning fog. Coleman gunned his heavily 
loaded tractor-trailer across the buckling section of the 
world’s longest bridge (24 miles), smothered a fire that 
began in his gasoline tank, flagged down a motorist and 
sped to the bridge office, where he reported the accident. 


Won’t Sign Rights Petition GOP Rep. Tells Why 

In a letter to the NAACP, Rep. William Ayres (R.-Ohio), 
said he refused to sign a discharge petition for civil rights 
legislation in the House because of Democrats’ refusal 
to give a page post to 15-year-old Chicagoan, James John- 
son.

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Aretha McKinley: Rights Drive Leader 
In five months, the only Negro woman lobbyist on 
Capitol Hill has become active (and unpopular in 
some circles) as a headline crusader. A nation-wide 
drive to pump life into the civil rights fight has 
made Mrs. Aretha McKinley, director of the Ameri- 
can Council on Human Rights, a group of five soror- 
ities, one of the busiest women in the nation’s 
capital. 

Named to the post last July, Mrs. McKinley, a 
smooth-talking, pretty executive, was disillusioned 
by the lack of interest in civil rights among the 
lawmakers. They told her they received few letters 
from U.S. Negroes and sometimes wondered whether 
they were really interested in civil rights. “Sure they 
are,” retorted Mrs. McKinley, and immediately she 
began operations for “Write-for-Rights” campaign- 
ing. 

Wiring 200 prominent Negro leaders and sending 
4,000 letters to heads of organizations, churches, 
newspapers and civic groups in 220 cities in some 
46 states, Mrs. McKinley urged an “avalanche” on 
lawmakers and party leaders. The effort is regarded 
as the most-promising and widespread ever con- 
ducted in the nation’s capital by a woman.

tired of being studied. Testifying before the Senate Rules 
Committee on behalf of 12 national organizations in the 
Leadership Conference, he declared: “Sometimes I fecl 
like a walking encyclopedia with the back coming off.” 


Toledo Social Worker Heads Ohio Parole Board 

A veteran Toledo social worker, Joseph 
E. Doneghy, chairman of Ohio’s Pardon 
and Parole Comm., is one of the newest 
additions to the administration of Gov. 
Michael DiSalle. Doneghy and his four- 
member commission primarily decide if 
the state’s prisoners are pardoned and/or 
paroled, or held for longer prison terms. 
The $12,000-a-year appointee was a proba- 
tion officer for the city for 14 years. 
















Say Negroes Force Dutch D. C. Embassy Move 

An influx of Negroes into a Washington, D. C., neighbor- 
hood provoked government officials to seek new quarters, 
members of Parliament charged in Holland.

Sister Of Prominent Gary, Ind., Contractor Slain 

The brutally beaten and slashed body of 53-year-old 
registered nurse, Mrs. Alice Gentry, sister of prominent 
contractor Andrew Means, who built Gary, Indiana’s $4 
million Means Park Manor, was found in the bedroom 
of her home. The body was discovered by her brother 
Geter, a service station owner, about 20 hours after his 
sister was killed, police said. Investigation in the bed- 
room turned up a paring knife and a butcher knife with 
a 10-inch blade. The paring knife blade was left em- 
bedded in the divorcee’s left temple and she had been 
bludgeoned with a radio and a heavy jar of pennies, 
police believe. The victim’s brother Andrew is one of the 
most-successful Negro contractors in the Midwest, having 
built more than 1,000 homes in several sub-divisions. Po- 
lice were stepping up the investigation of the slaying, 
which one of them termed “the most brutal” he had seen 
in 20 yous.

Africans Riot, Tell Macmillan To ‘Go Home’ 
Demonstrations urging him to “Go Home,” riots, and 
widespread unrest punctuated the travels of British Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan, who is nearing the end of a 
17,000 “look-and-learn” African tour. In Nyasaland, a mop 
of about 1,000 shrieking Africans battled with police for 
40 minutes in front of the hotel where the Prime Minister 
had lunch. Earlier, when he arrived at the airport, dem- 
onstrators shouted for the release of imprisoned Na- 
tionalist leader Dr. Hastings Bande and some shouted, 
“Mac, take your gangsters home, now.” Still others threat- 
ened to break through a police cordon and stop the car 
in which the Prime Minister rode. The Lagos, Nigeria 
Daily Times told Macmillan: “You have just visited an 
Africa where you dined, wined, and shook hands with 
black Africans from ministers of state to petty traders. 
Now you are off to 
the other Africa 
where Europeans 
and Africans are not 
allowed . . . to dine, 
wine, and shake 
hands together.” At 
Johannesburg’s air- 
port, Indian demon- 
strators carried 
banners reading 
“We never had it so 
bad.” paraphrasing 
the Prime Minis- 
ter’s election slo- 
gan, “You never 
had it so good.” 
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Va. Priest Declares Jim Crow Places ‘Off Limits’ 

Hoping to start a one-man campaign of passive resist- 
ance in Lynchburg, Va., the white priest of an integrated 
Episcopal Church, urged his congregation not to take 
part in or attend any public event which segregates or 
bars Negroes. The Rev. John H. Teeter, 34, vicar of Good 
Shepherd Church, said restaurants, hotels, motels, con- 
certs, theaters and libraries would be out of bounds to him 
if they practice segregation. 


Billy Graham Gets 1,000 Converts In Liberia 

Evangelist Billy Graham, in Monrovia, Liberia, on the 
first leg of his African tour, wound up with about 1,000 
“decisions for Christ” during two services in the capital 
city, each presided over by Liberian Vice-President Wil- 
liam O. Tolbert, a Baptist. About 6,000 Liberians heard 
the evangelist say “You may never have another moment 
like this. We have come to Africa just to talk to you.” 
Not present to hear him talk were some 1.5 million 
Africans from the bush country.

L. A. Lady Doctor Develops New Heart Treatment 

Dr. Fletcher Pearl Riley McBroom, a Mississippi-born, 
heart specialist at Los Angeles’ Cedars of Lebanon Hos. 
pital has discovered a way to visually observe changes in 
coronary blood vessel tissues affected by a hardening of 
the arteries. Dr. McBroom, who was the first Negro doctor 
accepted at the UCLA Medical Center, demonstrated her 
method by transplanting an affected artery from one rab- 
bit to the eye of another rabbit where the blood vessel 
could be observed clearly. 


Urge Doctors To File Suit Against Biased Hospitals 

In Chicago, Dr. Robert G. Morris, newly-installed presi- 
dent of the Cook County Physicians Assn., suggested that 
Negro doctors file civil damage suits against hospitals 
which bar physicians from treating their Negro patients. 
Speaking at the annual installation banquet, Dr. Morris 
said the action could be taken under the Sherman-Anti- 
trust Act since “hospitals are a business.” Dr. Edward 
Mazique, president of the National Medical Assn., and Dr. 
W. Montague Cobb, editor of the NMA journal, urged sup- 
port of the campaign to end medical bias. 





‘Frozen To Death,’ Revived Man Dies Again 

A 55-year-old Detroit man who was “frozen to 
death,” then “brought back to life” at Receiving Hos- 
pital, died a second time after a nine hour medical 
struggle to keep alive. Henry Coleman’s heart was 
not beating when he was found on the porch of Al- 
bert Martin after apparently lying in the cold for 
13 hours in 18-degree temperature. Six doctors 
worked on Coleman, massaging his heart for two and 
a half hours until it finally started beating again, 
but he finally succumbed from frostbite over the 
entire body and exposure. 
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Everett Overton, Head Of Oldest Cosmeti 

Everett Van Overton, 70-year-old presi- 
dent-treasurer of the Overton-Hygienic 
Manufacturing Co., the nation’s oldest 
Negro-owned cosmetics firm (62 years), 
died at Chicago’s Henrotin Hospital after 
suffering a heart attack while attending 
a newsreel theater with his wife, Ida. 
Born in Lawrence, Kan., the son of pio- 
neer judge, businessman and banker An- wv 
thony Overton, who created the famous Overton 
High Brown face powder, Overton further improved his 
father’s handiwork by developing a deeper Nut Brown 
shade for darker complexions. In 1920, the firm had a 
Dun and Bradstreet Credit rating of one million dollars 
and later spawned the Douglass National Bank, the Vic- 
tory Life Insurance Co. and Chicago Bee newspaper, all 
founded by the elder Overton. Dedicated to the cos- 
metics business, young Everett expanded distribution na- 
tionwide and overseas. His only son, Anthony III, adver- 
tising and production manager, was expected to succeed 
his father as president. 
Chicago Commissioner Charges Loop Office Bias 

The only Negro member of Chicago’s Civil Service Com- 
mission, Atty. Earl E. Strayhorn, charged his all-Negro 
law firm had been refused space in two downtown build- 
ings for what he believes to have been racial reasons. 
Strayhorn said the management of one of the buildings 
offered space, “suddenly chilled up” after learning a Ne- 
gro firm was involved, then later offered the same space 
to a white friend who inquired for them. 
U. S. To Block Slum Clearance Bias 

The government took its first step to block discrimina- 
tion in Federally-aided slum clearance projects when 
Housing Administrator Norman P. Mason officially noti- 
fied local developers of “their obligation to comply” fully 
with laws forbidding bias in housing. 


Co., Dies 
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Won't File Income Tax, Woman Jailed By U. S. 

A Chicago social worker and former star athlete, Erose- 
anna Robinson, 35, was sentenced to jail for as long as it 
takes her to decide to discuss her income tax affairs with 
the government. “I have not entered my tax return for 
(1954 through 1958) because I know a large part of it goes 
for armaments,” she told Federal Judge Edwin A. Robson. 
“The U. S. government is very active in atom bombs and 
fallout, which is destructive rather than constructive. If 
I pay income tax, I am participating in that destruction.” 
In jail Miss Robinson went on a hunger strike and de- 
manded that Warden Jack Johnson furnish a maid to 
clean her cell. Two years ago she refused to visit Russia 
as a high jumper on the U. S. track team (Jet, July 31, 
1958). Calling the track meet U. S. State Dept. propa- 
ganda, she explained at the time: “I don’t want to be used 
as a political pawn.” > 


La. Savings, Loan Firm Tops $1 Million Assets 

Total assets of $1,235,444.63, representing a growth of 
$315,444.88 over last year, were announced by the First 
Federal Savings and Loan Assn. of Scotlandville (a suburb 
of Baton Rouge, La.). Only Negro-owned savings and loan 
association in Louisiana, the company also said it had 
financed $1 million worth of homes during its three-year 
existence. 


Hold $14 Million In Benefits For Lost Policyholders 

The North Carolina Mutual Life Insurance Co. of Dur- 
ham is looking for approximately 500 persons eligible to 
receive $254,460.16 in forgotten paid-up policies, Vice- 
President Joseph W. Goodloe announced. He revealed 
Negro policyholders may be losing millions of dollars by 
not collecting on matured endowments which were 
dropped after two or three years of payments. The N. C. 
Mutual Fund, which ranges from $10 to over $500 per 
person, was accumulated over a 50-year period, Goodloe 
said. The firm is asking its 27 branches in nine states 
to try and locate eligible beneficiaries. Persons holding 
any lapsed policies were advised to contact their insur- 
ance firms for possible benefits. j

Jack Ellis, 25, a white customer in the 
Billups Service Station at the time the couple was ab- 
ducted, told Jet two carloads of eight to 12 white men 
chased the Cadillac into the station, where one car pulled 
in front, the other behind, trapping the interracial pair. 
White men dragged the well-dressed, screaming Negro 
from his car, began beating him with hose pipes and 
sticks, then threw him into one of their cars and drove 
away.

An auburn-haired Savannah, Ga., white girl was sen- 
tensed to life imprisonment for the fatal shooting of a 
17-year-old Negro she said she mistook for a former boy 
friend who had beaten her. The murder of Joel Rose by 
Katie Ann Creel, 17, who testified that she was “hopped 
up” on drugs when she shot Rose from a taxicab, was de- 
scribed as a “thrill killing” by the prosecuting attorney. 
The girl’s attorney said that she shot the youth by acci- 
dent while “making like Annie Oakley.” William L. John- 
son, driver of the taxi, will be tried later on a charge of 
murder.

“T’ll know when to quit,” he told Jet after admitting a 
22-month ring layoff had left him rusty.

The 39-year-old ring master, who shrugged off sugges- 
tions he was victim of a hometown decision (ringside 
writers favored him 15-12), had always been spectacularly 
successful just when the world was ready to write him off.

Con- 
spicuously absent at the Boston bout, she nevertheless is 
confident a lot of fight still brews in her man and has 
told friends she will be at ringside for the Pender return 
match—provided she is invited. 

But now that Robinson has fallen from his pedestal 
he, unlike Humpty Dumpty, is only calling upon himself 
to piece together a shattered career that has grossed 
about $2,200,000.
